High School and 
Dorrisville Also 
Use the System 


The school textbook rental sys­ 
tem. which was instituted in the 
H arrisburg Ju n io r high school two 
years ago and expanded to some 
o th er grades last year, will he cf 
factive for all grades for the school 
term which will start Sept. I. 
The Dorrisville school instituted 
the program com pletely two years 
ago, and will continue this year. 
The high school also has a rental 
system which covers more than 90 
p er cent of the textbooks, w ith out 
right p urchase of a few textbooks 
still required. 
The stu den t insurance program , 
which is the sam e for H arrisburg 
and Dorrisville systems, will be cf 
fective again at a cost of 75 cents 
per pn pi I for th e school year 
This 
is available only to those who elect 
to come u n d er it. but the textbook 
rental plan is school policy, 
U ndor the 
school 
hook 
rental 
plan, the student pays rental on 
textbooks, which are turned hack 
to the school librarians at the end 
of the year 
Work books, which 
are expendable, are purchased out 
right u n d er the plan 
Notebooks, 
pap er and pencils are not included. 
In event books 
are lost 
o r are 
dam aged through 
m ishandling, the ! 
.student is charged with the total 
value of the hook 
about three 
tim es the annual rental price.

The rental fees for the various ’ 
grades in the H arrisburg district 
are as follows: 
First grade, $4 50; second grade, 
$3.95; third grin-;*, $485: 
F ou rth grade, $5.55; fifth grade, 
$6 05; sixth grade, $6.IS; 
Seventh 
grade, 
$7,20; 
eighth 
grade, $7 20 
The 
kindergarten 
fee has 
not 
been definitely established, hut will 
lie less than $2 (K), a flat fee for all 
m aterials. 
S tudents in 
the 
lower grades, 
w here th e rental system was not 
effective last year, may receive a 
credit for books ow ned outright if 
the hooks are in good condition. 
The rental system has been found 
satisfactory from the stand po int of 
school operation and 
in reduced 
expense to students. 
Instead of 
buying new books each year at a 
cost higher than the rental fee, or 
of having to make personal eon 
tacts in exchanging hooks, stu den ts 
find the system com pletely set up 
and operated with a m inim um of 
difficulty 
Last year th e Ju n io r high school 
in H arrisburg had IOO per cent re 
tu rn of all ren ted books and loo 
per cent paym ent of the rents.

The new law, in a “ finding of

“ is in fact 
a n instrum entality of a conspiracy 
to overthrow 
the governm ent of 
the United States ” 
Therefore, it says, the party or 
any successor group regardless of 
n a m e and any subsidiary groups 
a re denied all “ rights, privileges 
and 
im m un ities” 
heretofore ex 
tended to them by any legal entity 
The party and its “ fronts” thus i 
a re denied the right to sue in court.

“ Act of Violence” 
The note said, according to in­ 
formants, that Russia “ considers 
this act of violence” in the Rest* 
vorov case as violating elementary 
standards of international law. 
State Department officials con 
firmed receipt of the note. 
They 
said it was about “ what had been 
expected.” 
They said the note, 
h o w e v e r, had not been fully stud 
led and it was impossible to say 
whether a rcnlv would be made.

d isclo sed that 
Kastvorov had 
fled the Soviet mission in Japan 
on Jan. 24 and had asked asylum 
At the same time. Kastvorov ap­ 
peared at the Stale Department 
and told reporters that he had re­ 
jected his homeland because “ I 
wanted to live like a decent human 
being.”
